A ijim'.stkin concerning the origin of
the phrase "lllack Friday " elicits va
rious answers from corresH)ndents of the
New York Evening Post. It was on
Friday, the Nth of June, Kiss, that King
James 1 1, sent the seven bishops to the
tower. The day was long called "lilack
Friday" by nearly the whole English
nation. Again, the London panic of ISl!(!

was at its height at mid-da- on Friday,
May 12, and that day was named " lllack
Friday" by the London Times. Jim
Fisk'H " lilack Friday" was the last, and
fell in the month of September, lSltfl.

It may lie worthy of note that the panic
of 1K73 also broke out in the closing days
of September.

It seems that the London financiers
have played a pretty sharp trick upon
the Parisian Ilotirse and have unloaded
immense, quantities of English securities
upon French capitalists. The English
appear to have taken advantage of .Mr.

Cave's reirt, of which they first ap
preciated the significance; and by dex-

trous manipulation the Paris operators
were induced to bite at the gilded bait
offered by their shrewd English rivals.
So enormous were the operations and so
terrible the losses that real distress has
been suffered by those interested, and
an appeal was made to the French gov-

ernment lo help them out of the scrape.
But President MacMahon and his min-

isters could do nothing for them, and
loud are the outcries against "perfidious
Albion." This is not the first time that
the English have showed themselves too
smart for their continental rivals.

Ml'KHTAR Pasha has been badly
whipped in his last attempt to succor
the Turkish garrison of Niksiki, and tho
fate of those wretches is
scaled. The Turks have rarely obtained
any advantage in fighting the insurgents
of the western provinces. It is a most
difficult country for regular military
operation, and as the insurgents fight
after the fashion of guerrillas they have
the advantage.

Say, for instance, that an owner
has a colt which be lias entered in vari-
ous stakes as a two vear old, and which
has nn unsuccessfully as did Calvin and
Pennington, here the owner has run into
great expense. ben the three-yea- r old
stakes are announced very heavy odds
are placed against his horse. In Cal-

vin's instance thirty to one was given by
the IsiOk niakers lint very frequently
a colt shows wonderful improvement at
three over his two year old career. Of
con rse a I home and by bis owner is this
lirst known. Aagain, recurring to Cal-

vin, in this very manner was .Mr. Mctirath
enabled lo win .."i,0U0 for $.IH, as Cal-
vin won his three year old stakes right
oil' the reel, while as a two year old he
was worth nothing at all.

I'lnlcr the il system this would
have ls'cn absolutely impossible, for as
the colt hail occn galloped on the IracK,
half the hummers of the town would be
king in fence corners catching his time
and telling of the discovery made.

Still l.iiglish Ismks have many disad-
vantages, us we have already shown, ami
Is sidcs, to those who have no means of
knowing anything alsuit the horses, a
personal observation is necessary to
such as wish lo place their money intel
ligently, and not allogetlicr I rum chance;

Nt. Louis nml Ihe Cotton Trade.
The St. Louis papers tell of further
Wis to la- - put forth bv the mercantile

interests of that city with a view It.
enlarging ils cotton t'ltde and describe a

"new method" of handling cotton as one
nf the agencies to be employed :

It is proposed that on the arrival of
cotton at warehouses it shall be sub-

jected to a rigid inspection after the bag-

ging and ties are removrd, and two sam-

ples drawn IV.uti the bale ami marked
SjVl niimlH't'cd to correspond. Compres-
sion will immediately follow insiection,
mid one sample will be given to the cot-

ton factor and the other carefully sealed
mid ilt sisitcil with the secretary of the
cnltnii exchange. The cottun thus in-

spected, sampled and compressed on ar-

rival, will be stored away ready for ship-

ment promptly to any part of the world,
while under the present system of in-

spect ion ami compressing alter a stile is
made, there is some times a delay of seven
lo ten "lays before shipments go forward.
For the loss in weight by drying out
alter nprcs-sion- , the trade nre expected
to agree upon a certain per ccntagc per
month which will Is' establish d as the .

rule, and cotton will be sold by the
weights on the certificates given after
compression, less the per ccntagc almve
mentioned. Of the advantages of this
plan, that of lessening the cost of in-

surance is one of the most intHirtant.
.Mure than this, all classes of buyers will
receive their cotton fully a week earlier
than under the present system, and will
also be relieved from the troubles now
experienced to ascertain what portion ol
a lot of cotton is to Is' rejected. Interior
siips rs will be promptly iulormcd of
Iheexai'l condition ol their shipments,
anil if any bales prove to be fraudulently
packed the planter can be immediately
advised of it. Water packed cotton, if
promptly examined and picked over on
arrival, can be wived from serious dam-

age, while if it remains in the ware
houses, under the present plan. perhiis
for months More it is examined, the
damage extends throughout the bale.
The compress compar.ics w ill Is' ifiiuirfd
to employ competent inspectors, for
whose conduct the companies will be re-

sponsible.
